Deck on Heads of Those Below and Then all to Sands 
Beneath—Most of Dead Are Women—Were 


Celebrating British Empire Day

Long Beach, Cal, May 26 — Too 
weak to uphold the burden of nearly 
10,000 human beings assembled for 
the celebration of British Empire Day, 
the end of the big double deck munt- 
cipal pier in front of the city audi- 
torium collapsed today, Hundreds of 
persons on the top deck were plunged 
down on the heads of other hundreds 
crowded on the second deck. The 
lower deck then gave way and all were 
dropped down a« chute of shattered 
woodwork to the tide-washed sands 
twenty-five feet below. 

Forty-three persons—mosily Wwo- 
men-—were killed by the slivered tim- 
bers or crushed to death by the fall- 
ing bodies of comrades and friends. 
Vifty more were seriously injured, 
while hysteria and fright caused the 
disabling of scores of others .

Scottish bag pipers had just enter- 
ed the portal of the auditorium, and 
were stil marking time when the 
timbers were sundered. 

Mayor Hatch of Long Beach, who 


was to have been one of the principal 
speakers at the celebration was in the 
midst of the throng on the pier and 
at first was reported to be among the 
dead or injured. He escaped unhurt, 
however, and aided by Major George 
Alexander of Los Angeles, who came 
down at the head of that city’s pub- 
lic hospital corps and 
did much to direct the

In addition to the thousands gath- 
ered on the pier and its approaches, 
the Strand was thronged with a crowd

of probably 26,000 persons, 
There was but little warning. A 
ereak and panic prevailed trom end 


to end of the beach, while women be 
gan to shriek, Then occurred a des- 
perate rush for the stairway as the 
floor again gave way and the victims 
dropped into the gaping hole as into 
uw huge funnel, 

Soon the huge pile of wreckage 
marking the spot where the dead and 
wounded lay was surrounded by a 
dense throng, which overwhelmed the 
comparatively few policemen on the 
Strand, and for some time rendered 
futile effort at rescue. 

The police could not get through 
the érewds, even when Chief of Po- 
lice Austin, gathered his entire force 
on the scene. An appeal was sent to 
Los Angeles, 24 miles away for re- 
inforcements. These came in auto- 
mobiles and after helping to drive 
back the thousands of anxious and 
overwrought people they askisted in 
succoring the injured and removing 
the bodies of the dead, 

Tide Out When Crash Came. 

The tide was out when the crash 
occurred, else the collapse would have 
thrown hundreds of persons into the 
seu and many drownings would have 
added to the list of fatalities, 

The crowd mussed at the auditori- 
um doors was composed chiefly of wo- 
men and children who had gathered 
there before the Empire Day parade. 
When the section about the doors 
sank, they went in with it and a doz- 
en policemen, who had been’ vainly

Two Men in Hospital as Result 
of Fire in North Edmonton 


Total Loss is Estimated at Closeto Half Million Dollars—Blaze 
Started in Martel’s Hotel at Five o’C!lock in Morning— 
Some Exciting Scenes 


North Edmonton was visited by a 
disastrcoas fire early on Saturday 
morning, and as a result half a block 
of the business section, hear the

The fire started in the kitchen of 
the hotel, from some unknown cause, 
about five o'clock, and Was observed 
by the night clerk, who at once gaye 
the alar The brigade from the 
North Edmonton station at first at- 
tended, but upen their arrival the 
hotel was burning so fiercely that it 
hurry-up call was sent to the central! 
alation, and No 1 and 2 companies 


responded, making a quick trip under 
ihe circumstances 
Some Eaciting Scenes 
Some exciting scenes were witnessed 


during the early moments of the fire, 
There were about eighty-five boardera 
in the hotel at the time, most of them 
the Swift-Canadian Co, 
guests were aroused 
quickiy as possible, but so rapid 
Was the progress of the flames that 
some of the occupants upstairs found 
their escape by the stairway cut off 
by the flery furnace below, Some of 
them, terrified by the licking tongues 
of flame, jumped out of the win- 
dows in their fright, and two of them, 
Obertoe Leduc and Deceyv Denner, had 
to be taken to the General Hospital. 
The first-named was suffering from 
badly bruised feet as a result of hia 
leap, and one of Denner’s hands s 
severely injured, while both were 
burned and singed by the devouring 
elements,

Smyrna, May 
Nevada with two 
sengers on board, struck three 
mines in succession today in the 
Gulf of Smyrova and sank, Only 
eighty of the passengers and crew 
are reported saved. The mines 
were strewn in the coast waters 
of Asie Minor by the Turks to 
prevent an attack by the Greek 
feet Oo. coast towns during the 
Balkan war. 

The Nevada was owned by the 
Badji Deaut Company, and ran in 
the Eastern Mediterranean, 

The Nevada was leaving the 
Gulf of Smyrna when a Kussian 
steamer was coming in and in 
order to avoid a collision the 
first-named vessel turned in the 
channel and entered the mine 
field. The Nevada struck three 
mines and cach exploded = in 
quick succession, The last was 
followed by an explosion on the 
ship, which immediately sank. 

Of the two hundred passengers 
on the steamer, cighty were res- 
cued by boats, which put off from 
the French cruiser Bruix, which 
was anchored in the harbor. 


The Nevada though owned by 
the rkish company, was flying 


the American flag. She belong- 
ed to a fleet of cight steamers of 
which seven were re-named in 
1910 and were transferred to the 
American flag. 

Shipping is completely paral- 
yzed in these waters on account of 
the recent accidents, (Incoming 
steamers have been warned to re- 
main away and outward bound 
Vessels are afraid to leave port. 


ITALY SENDS 20,000 TROOPS,

The government is determined to 
crush the rebel Arabs in that district, 
where, on May 16, the forces under 
General Ganbretti came into action 
With 10,000 Arabs well entrenched, 
with casualties close to 1000 men.
